The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was held on Thursday, 
15th May, in the Old Farmhouse at 7.30 p.m. 


Trees in the Village 


Mr. K. Watkins, a resident of the Village, gave a talk to the Parish 
Council on the care/maintenance of trees. He explained his involve- 
ment with many tree planting schemes in other parts of the country and 


was prepared to give his advice on any future tree planting in the 
Village. 


Provision for the Elderly 


Councillor James had received approximately 50 completed questionnaires 
in response to his enclosure in last month's Bar Hill News. A further 
meeting would be held on 20th July for all those interested in 

volunteering their help for the Day Centre Scheme. The County Council 


would now be approached to ascertain likely funding towards setting up 
the Scheme. 


Village Hall Loan 


The Parish Council agreed to increase the loan offered to the Village 
Hall Management Committee towards the extension/alteration to the 
building to £25,000. 


Viking Way 

Councillor Green reported that the money for up-grading this road would 
be collected from the occupiers using the basis of their rateable value 
figure. It is hoped that liaison between the Parish Council and 
occupiers, to explain this, would commence within the next few weeks. 


Bridleway/Footpath to Dry Drayton 


Councillor Flanagan had now taken over this liaison from Councillor 
Hall. Councillor Flanagan had met with a County Council representative 
to look at the area concemed. The representative had said that monies 


to up-grade the paths could be matched against their budget, to enable 
the work to be done.

It was agreed that the Parish Council's Maintenance Worker would not 
be replaced at the present time and that the Contractor would be used 
for all Village Maintenance.
